Sixty-three persons were in the 
room, overflowing the council 
chamber chairs and the jury box, 
and extra chairs were brought in. 


CITRUS PROTESTS

ing houses. Citrus officials oppos- 
ed the advertised zone change pro- 
posal adjacent to the Santa Fe 
railway company tracks and elim- 
inating of non-conforming uses. 

Fruit growers spoke in opposi- 
tion to limitation on chicken rais- 
ing in the agricultural zone. <A 
petition signed by 30 persons op- 
posed zone changes in the Blake- 
slee subdivision and the removal 
of business from Foothill boule- 
vard was questioned. 

Article 15, the proposal to zone 
First avenue to Second avenue be- 
tween D street and the Pacific 
Electric right-of-way, was aban- 
doned by the planning commission, 
as the result of an unfavorable 
post card ballot of over two to 
one, 


PRICE TELLS VIEWS 

R. O. Price, representing the 
Upland Heights Orange association 
and San Antonio Water Co., spoke 
in opposition to Article 2 (a). It 
proposes to change from light 
manufacturing to residence all 
territory along both sides of the 
Santa Fe railway right-of-way 
from the east line of lots 617, and 
630 Ontario Colony Lands, to Huc- 
lid avenue. 

He said both companies he rep- 
resented have buildings on ‘Euc- 
lid avenue at that point and that 
the orange packing plant was lo- 
cated there after a thorough 
search of all sites Upland offered. 
He added he did not believe home 
builders would want to construct 
residences adjoining the tracks. 

Mr. Price said the Mutual Or- 
ange Distributors were also op- 
posed to the change. 

Supporting him was. Harold 
Thomason, representing the Euc- 
lid Avenue Orange association, 
who stated that reclassification of 
the area would seriously hamper 
citrus plants’ expansion plans,

Attorneys State 
Judges’ Stand

Considerable comment has ap- 
peared lately in the press regara- 
ing the functioning of the superior 
court of this county, and since. it 
is. felt that the practicing lawyers 
are better qualitied than anyone 
else to correctly appraise the sit- 
uation, the board of directors ot 
the San Bernardino County Bar 
association has authorized me to 
state the association’s views. In 
doing so, we speak only of the 
functioning of the superior court 
judges themselves, and not about 
any defects or delays attributable 
to state laws or to non-judicial of- 
ficers. 

There are two principal things 
to be considered in determining 
whether a court is functioning well 
or poorly. First and foremost is 
the quality of justice which is dis. 
pensed and second is the volume 
of work which the court handles 

Probably the general public has 
not fully realized over the years 
how fortunate San Bernardino 
county has been in its judiciary. 
The practicing lawyers here are 
‘well aware of that fact, however, 
and are made more acutely con- | 
scious of it than ever when they 
try cases in other parts of the 
state. We believe that the quality 
of justice afforded litigants here 
compares favorably with that in 
other counties; and that ability 
and judicial temperament are pos- 
sessed in high degree by the judges 
who hear our cases. Not only are 
they thoroughly capable of doing 
the required work of the court, 
and willing to undertake it, but by 
their unfailing courtesy and as- 
sistance beyond the line of duty 
they expedite justice and make the 
task of the ‘practicing attorney 
more pleasant. 

On the matter of the volume of 
work attended to during the lat- 
est year for which we now have 
State-wide information (1941-42) 
the number of caseg per judge 
filed in this county was greater 
than in any of the other 52 coun- 
ties of California, excepting six,
